Mrs. Lucille Myers, 51 years old, 
chief probation officer of the Circuit 
court of Lake county, Indiana, and 
president of the Indiana Society cf 
Probation Officers, was shot and killed 
in Hammond yesterday afternoon by 
,the ne’er do well father of ten chil- 
dren. 

The shooting occurred in the home 
of the 53 year old killer, Lester C. 
|Simpkins, 419 17th street, where Mrs. 
| Myers had gone to inquire into the 
| welfare of the family. Six of the chil- 
dren, the youngest 2 years old and the 
oldest 14, looked on as their father 
drew his revolver in a moment of 
anger and fired a bullet into the brain 
of the probation officer. 

Mrs. Myers was taken to St. Marga- 
ret’s hospital, Hammond, and was 
given a room next to that in which 
|Mrs. Simpkins and the tenth *child of 
the couple, born a week ago, were 
lying. She died twenty minutes after 
the shooting. 


Slayer Makes Escape.

Carl Simpkins, 16 year old son of the 
killer, told the police in brief the his- 
tory \of the family.

Then Simpkins had trouble with a 
neighbor and wounded him severely in

CAEN, France, March 21.—To this 
little Norman town, the home of Wil- 
liam the Conqueror and Camembert 
cheese, came this morning one Joseph 
Knirim of New York, bent on doing 
honor to the town. 

To the utter amazement of the stolid 
townsfolk Mr. Knirim stepped down 
from the Paris train with a large 
wreath on his arm, twined with tri- 
colored ribbons. They learned he had 
come not to honor the memory of the 
great William, but to pay tribute to 
the creator of Camembert. 

He laid the floral offerings not upon 
the spot where once reposed the re- 
mains of the Conqueror, but on the 
tomb of the obscure Louise Harel, 


whom local legend names as the ‘one | : 


who first stumbled upon the process 
of making the world renowned Ca- 
membert, near the end of the eight- 
eenth century. 

To the huge crowd Mr. Knirim ex- 
plained that he has a sanitarium near 
New York, where he bases his cures 
on jthe healing properties of Camem- 
bert. 

He then went to the little Harel 
farm, where Mme. Louise’s grandchil- 
dren began producing Camembert on a 
commercial scale and from which was 
shipped the first consignment of little 
Camembert cheeses to Paris, to the de- 
light of the gourmets of the second 
empire.

‘months. Of these, 14,163 have been 
|found diseased and marked for death,

ter pens. 

| These statistics are contained In a 
report made public yesterday by Dr. 
John J. Lintner, federal veterinarian 
| martian the tuberculosis eradica- 
‘tion work, 

| The figures were cited to show that 
under the prodding of Dr. Herman N. 
'Bundesen, commissioner of health, re- 
| quiring farmers to clean up their herds 
‘or stop selling milk to the city, the 
_state’s dairy district around ‘Chicago is 
being lifted from its low place as the 
'second worst infected section in the 
country. 


Half of Cattle Now Healthy. 
More than half of the 150,000 milk 
-eattle in. the northern [inois dairy dis. 
trict are now free from disease, it was 
estimated, Before the present tésting. 
campaign was begun on Jan. 25 there 
were approximately 3,500 herds, with 
probably 45,000 cattle, already tested 
and free from disease. 

With more than 30,000 tested in the 


additional which Dr. Lintner hopes to 
have tested by April 1, there will be 
some 90,000 cattle in the district fit to 
supply Chicago with the pure milk its 
new ordinance demands, 


against the ordinance, which becémes 
effective on April 1, are now enthusi- 


ner reported. They are sending their 
diseased cattle to be killed and are 
purchasing healthy tested cows. 


Many Condemn Whole Herds. 

Not a few farmers,*realizing that 
their herds are largely infected, have 
sent them en masse to the stockyards, 
and have restocked their farms with 
certified animals. 

To show Chicagoans the urgent need 
for the cleanup, Dr. Lintner cited fig- 
ures showing the high percentage of 
infection in the counties from which 
the bulk of the city’s milk has come.

Mrs. Osborne, 
about 30 years old, and comely, calmly 
admitted she had gone to the Caine 
home to kill the wife, if she would 
not agree to give up the husband. 

The assault, both Mrs. Caine and 
Mrs. Osborne told the police, was the 
result of years of discord in the Caine 
wife . had been attentive to Mrs. 
Osborne long hefore they were mart- 
ried, seven years ago. After the mar- 
riage, she declared, his attentions to 
his former sweetheart, had not ceased, 
and Mrs, Osborne had written her nu- 
merous letters demanding that she di- 
vorce her husband.

The position first taken by the committee was 
that there wes nothing to discuss in prohibition, as 
if both thesamendment and the statute carried pro- 
hibitions against repeal or amendment. Volstead 
has put masty strange things in American law, but 
this would! Bave been the strangest. It is the con- 
viction of’ prohibition zealots that the last word 
has beenys#id on the subject, no matter what con- 
sequences ‘iow from Volstead, but the senators 
upder dryjscontrol found that they lacked the 
avudacity#ta@ stick to that point of view.

Last week's reserve beard re- 
port on the loans of New York member 
banks to stockbrokers on stock exchange 
collateral, for their own account or that 
ef other lenders, showed reduction of 
$162,783,000 in such credits during the 
seven days ending with March 10, and 
reduction of $255,516,000 since Jan. 6. 


Shows Sweeping Reduction. 
Another statement showed that loans 
on such collateral by all the 712 member 
banks in the federal reserve had been 
cut $446,403,000. since the beginning of 
the year. No such sweeping reduction 


‘lheas been made at any time since the 


“deflation period” following -1920, at 
which time the comparative figures were 
not published. 

Whether the withdrawal of credit from 
the stock market, which’ these figures 
indicate, has reflected primarily release 
of loans through the breakdown of spec 
ulation for the rise, or voluntary reca]l- 
ing of loans from that field by the 
lending banks, or only the smmalier 
amount of credit needed to carry stocks 
at the lower prices, the inference was 
equally plain. 

The market is no longer supported by 
the unprecedentedly large credit facili- 
ties which were placed at ita service in 
the autumn. But this fact was itself a 
reminder of the wholly disproportionate 
expansion of credit on stock exchange 
collateral, while the advance in stocks 
was going on. 

Showed Immense Inearease. 


It was a matter of frequent comment 
and seriouy concern, three months ago, 
that whereas all loans by the member 
banks had tncreased $1,166,000,000 dur- 
ing the calendar year 1926, the loans on 
stocks and bonds alone had been in- 
creased $1,092,000,000.,

Our Food Requirement. 


An advertising medical man recent 
ly, in’ broadcasting .to advise people 
how to reduce and be beautiful, said 
that the food requirement (presuma- 
bly for women) was 3,600 calories per 
day. He also mispronounced calo 
ries. The accent of that word is on 
the first three letters, or first sylla- 
ble. The second syllable has one let- 
ter and he made it three, with the 
vowel long, leaving two letters for 
the first. 

If the ordinary woman eats food 
yielding 3,600 calories per day she 


surely will need to reduce before a/ 


month goes by, if she can digest that 
amount and store the excess above 
her actual requirement. 

Mrs. Rose gives as the require- 
ment for a sedentary woman 2,000 
calories ger day. For an active 
woman she allows between 2,600 and 
3,000 calories per day. In listing the 
foods and the size of the portions that 
might be eaten by this active woman 
she gives a day's ration yielding 2,865 
calories, or what is probably safe and 
sane. Of course, if a woman is not 
only active but large of frame she 
can take a larger allowance of food, 
because she has more air to warm up 
and longer distances within herself 
to work for, or through, or over. 

Mrs. or Prof. Rose advises between 
2.200 and 2,800 calories for a seden- 
tary man, and for a workingman be 
tween 3,500 and 4,000 calories. 

We think that the medical adver- 
tiser with his leaflets on calories to 
give away should have read more 
than one book before he got his litera- 


ture printed. The faults of the one 
book, or the wrong statements in it 
he used as a source of information, 
might have been discovered if he had 
read only one other, especially if it 
had been the right one. 

Mrs. Rose in her book, “ The Feed- 
ing of the Family,’ gives the food re- 
quirements in calories for people of 
all ages and her reckonings are good. 
It is a misfortune that the word cal- 
ories in her book was printed with a 
capital letter, because it was agreed 
upon by certain reliable scientists that 
when so spelled it should be taken as 
the large calorie—something else 
again. We speak of the difference of 
an inch on a man’s nose. Compara- 
tively, 600 calories in excess is an- 
other such undesirable superfiuity—a 
wasteful and hurtful excess.
